Frank Erne of 
this city met George Lavigne of Sagi- 
naw, Mich., in the open arena of the 
Hawthorne Athletic club at Oheekto- 
waga, a suburb of this city, to-night, and 
after lighting twenty fierce and clever 
rounds wrested the light-weight cham- 
pionship of the world from the Western 
man. Over 7,00(1 persons watched the 
contest, which was brimful of exciting 
episodes, and chockful of hard and sci- 
entific hitting. 

Lavigne went to defeat, and surren- 
dered the coveted title in a most credit- 
able manner. He was plucky and game 
to the core, and for the first half-dozen 
rounds more than Iffeld his own against 
his adversary. In the seventh round 
Lavigne received terrible punishment, 
and was only saved from a knockout 
by the timely interference of the gong. 

Erne was looked upon then as a sure 
winner, but in .subsequent rounds he 
was seen to have lost some of his steam. 
Just what was the cause of this was 
not ascertained until the bout had reach- 
ed the limit of twenty rounds, and Erne 
had been declared winner. It was then 
found that Frank had badly injured his 
hand in the seventh round, and if this 
had not occurred Lavigne's undoing 
might have transpired in half the time. 

Lavigne was the favorite, lots of mon- 
ey being bet on him nt odds of 100 to 
00. When the men stripped to the buff 
Lavigne looked to be more finely built. 
Both were cool and confident. As the 
fight progressed Lavigne's color vanish- 
ed, while Erne never lost his self-pos- 
session. The .Buffalo boy simply batter- 
ed the life out of his opponent, and while 
not escaping a good deal of punishment 
he administered n terrific drubbing to 
Lavigne. Towards the end of the bout 
Lavigne's guard was useless, and noth- 
ing but sheer pluck and gnmencss kept 
the Saginaw Kid from going under.

Not True That Bismarck's Son Has 
Been Offered a Diplomatic 
Post. 

Berlin, July .1.-— The officials of the 
foreign office emphatically' denied to-day 
to the correspondent of the Associated 
Press that Emperor William has offered 
Prince Herbert Bismarck the post of 
ambassador at Washington, or any other 
diplomatic post.

Ottawa, July 3.— Apropos of the situ- 
ation regarding the Grand Trunk agree- 
ment it is said the government are con- 
sidering a suggestion to reform the Sen- 
ate in a more summary way than by an 
amendment to the constitution. The B. 
N. A. act provides that for a man to be 
eligible for a semitorship he must be :i0 
years of age and hold real estate in the 
province for which ho is appointed to the 
value of $4,000 free of all debts, mort- 
gages or incumbrances. It is -alleged 
by the Liberals that under the latter 
stipulation several Conservatives are 
disqualified and it is proposed to proceed 
against these gentlemen with a view to 
relieving them of their seats, and ap- 
pointing Liberals in their places. The 
government will find, however, that in 
this matter it is playing with a twin 
edged sword, as it is well known that 
some of the Liberal senators are disquali- 
fied, under the constitution. 

Sir Charles' birthday. • 

Yesterday was Sir Charles Tupper's 
seventy-eighth birthday. A number of 
his friends called on him yesterday and 
today. This afternoon as he entered the 
house shortly after the opening, he was 
cheerd by his supporters and some mem- 
bers of the government side. When he 
had taken his seat a messenger appeared 
with a magnificent 'vase of roses, 78 in 
number, the? gift of the opposition mem- 
bers. Sir Charles bowed his thanks 
amid renewed cheering. Later iu the 
sitting Sir Wilfrid Laurier gracefully 
congratulated Sir Charles on his reach- 
ing his eigthieth year, and hoped he 
might enjoy many more years to occupy 
the position he filled so well (laughter). 

Sir Charles thanked the premier for his 
kindness, remarking in this connection 
that he was only seventy-eight years old, 
and adding: "At my time of life I can- 
not afford to allow the smallest addi- 
tion," 

pToncy for Civil Servants, 

The house went into supply and con- 
curred in civil government estimates for 
the year beginning on Saturday. These 
were embodied in a separate resolution in 
order that civil servants might get their 
pay without waiting for the adoption 
of all the estimates for the year.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that Mr. 
Maxwell has had no commission in his 
pocket, but sat and voted in the house 
quite independently. There has been 
no suggestion of appointing him to any 
position. The house would be sorry to- 
lose his services (laughter.)

C.P.R. Not Opposing intercolon- 
ial Extension But Only Ex- 
traordinary Bargain. 



Montreal, July 2.— The report wus current 
on Saturday tli ut a solution of the difficulty 
which 1ms arisen over the proponed traffic 
agreement oetween the intercolonial and 
the Grand Trunk, now before the Senate, 
whs not Improbable. It was stated that 
the Grand Trunk bad suggested an amend- 
ment by which the objectionable feature 
of the bill giving that company a perpetual 
monopoly of all uueonslgned west-hound 
freight originating on the government road 
and destined for all points west of Mon- 
treal, would be so modified that Its opera- 
tion would be confined to u few years, or 
terminable altogether upon notice being 
given by either parly to the agreement. 

Mr. Shaughnesgy, when asked If be knew 
the exact nature of the proposed amend- 
ment, said that while he had heard the 
rumor, he knew nothing definitely about it. 
Naturally, any negotiation for the amend- 
ment of the act, he remarked, would be 
with the government or parliament, and not 
with the Canadian Pacific. 

"There Is a point about which there is 
considerable misapprehension," continued 
Mr. Shnughncssy. "The Canadian Pacific 
is not opposing the extension of the Inter- 
colonial to Montreal by the purchase of 
the Drummond County railway and the 
acquisition of running rights over a portion 
of the Grand Trunk in. perpetuity. What- 
ever our opinion ou that project from n 
railway standpoint may be, we have noth- 
ing whatever to say if the government and 
parliament believe It to be wise and In the 
Interests of the Intercolonial. But there 
are objectionable features embodied In n 
supplementary traffic agreement and which 
the Senate- is now threshing out. 

"In view of the proposed luasing arrange- 
ments with the Grand Trunk and the 
amount of the annual rentnl, It would be 
eminently ■ proper for the government to 
require that east-bound traffic from points 
on the Grand Trunk destined to Inter- 
colonial territory as well as Montreal traffic 
should be handed over to the Intercolonial 
at Montreal, Instead of at Chaudlere Junc- 
tion or Levis. Indeed. If there were no 
covenant to this effect, the government 
would, no doubt, force the Montreal de- 
livery by the cancellation of divisions, viz., 
Levis and Chaudlere Junction. Bui there 
can bo no justification for an undertaking 
that for all time to come forces every 
pound of unconslgncd traffic from points 
on the Intercolonial and its connections 
to be carried to Motrenl and there delivered 
to the Grand Trunk for carriage by that 
line and its connections to destination, 
thus compelling the carriage for long dis- 
tances through the United States of freight 
from the Maritime Provinces for Manitoba, 
British Columbia and the Yukon, without 
giving the Canadian lines any opportunity 
of competing for It. Who can say what 
that trade will reach ten, fifteen or fifty 
years hence? 

"Such an undertaking Is not naturally 
Incidental to the bargain. It Is unfair to 
all existing Canadian railways and to those 
that may lie hereafter built west of Mon- 
treal, for it will deprive them of any par- 
ticipation in traffic from the lower prov- 
inces. Resides, It Is an oppressive and 
needless servitude to place ou the gov- 
ernment railway system and a destructive 
embargo on the business interests of every 
section of country served by the govern- 
ment railways. 

"The far-reaching effect of the agreement, 
I am sure, was not realized by the gov- 
ernment,' It escaped everybody's notice 
when the measure passed the House of 
Commons, but now that attention has been 
called to It, the error should be, and I 
hope will be, promptly corrected."

WILL BE INVESTIGATED. 

Attorney- General of tlie Province 
Charged With Practicing 
Champerty. 

Yesterday afternoon a meeting of the 
Benchers of the British Columbia. Law 
Society was held for the purpose ot tak- 
ing into consideration a complaint lodg- 
ed by a litigant against certain illegal 
notions of Mr. Joseph Martin, Attorney- 
General of the province, in his private 
capacity, counsel for a litigant. The 
complaint was tiled by Mr. Nfohol, the 
defendant in Cannes sa vs. Niciiol, who 
alleges that Mr. .Martin undertook to 
prosecute the suit of Nichol vs. Cannessa 
l'or the defendant, ou the understanding 
Hint if lie won the case he was to re- 
ceive part of the money hi dispute, which 
was being held in court, and an interest 
in a quarry over which the action arose. 
Cannessa lost the case, niid wits com- 
mitted to jail for contempt, for refusing 
to sign a deed when ordered t'o do so 
by tJie court. 

The Benchers decided that the charge 
should he investigated, subject, to the 
tiling of an affidavit. 

The practice of champerty is forbid- 
den by the regulations governing the 
profession iti this province, and onlv a 
few years ago the legislature declined a 
proposition to legalize it. 

JUDGE IRVING MENACED. 

Disorderly Characters at Atlin Suggest 
Biding on a Kail. 

The Skagway-Atlln Budget Is responsible 
for the following: 

"A report reached Skagway yesterday to 
the effect that Atlin's new Judge narrowly 
escaped a role on a rail In that town a few 
Illghts ago. The report says that Judge 
Irving was addressing a large crowd of 
miners at an open meeting on one of the 
streets, the crowd being made up of all 
nationalities, with Canadians Inrgely pre- 
dominating. Tin- story goes that the Judge 
Informed the crowd that he hail come 
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among them for the purl 
lug out alt entanglements and conti 
regarding the ownership of claims 
announcement the crowd cheered 
Further along In his remarks Judg 
announced that In cases where till 
ship of a claim Is being contested, tL... 
claimant, no matter whether there be two 
of twenty, will be required to pay Into the 
court the sum of $25 before his case will 
be considered. Then It was that Bedlam 
Is said to have broken loose in tierce form. 
Someone yelled 'Hide hint mil of town on a 
rail.' and only the Interference of cool- 
headed men prevented the carrying out of 
the suggestion." 

Pour men are said to have been drowned 
In Five Finger Rapids on June L'O. Eight 
men were going down on a barge, which 
capsized. Two were rescued bv the Mount- 
ed Police and two bv a passing steamer. 
The men were from Seattle.

"TURNERISM." 

The Colombian in mi unreliable teach- 
er. Answering the Nelson Miner, which 
jusked: "What is Turnerisni?" it says: 
"Sectionalism «nd monopoly." There 
never was such a thing as "Turnerism" 
in British Columbian polities, and Mr. J. 
H. Turner never was the champion of 
sectionalism and monopoly. We can un- 
derstand the use of the word "Turner- 
ism" for brevity's sake, when referring 
to the party in British Columbia, poli- 
tics of which Mr. Turner was the hon- 
ored leader, and which for four years 
gave the province a progressive and en- 
lightened administration, but that it can 
-or ever could be properly used in any 
other sense wo most emphatically deny. 
That there is anything in British Colum- 
bia today that can properly be called 
TurnuriNui or to which such a title ought 
even In the extriiYaguuce common to 
political discussion be" applied, we ' also 
deny. Those who know Mr. Turner best 
have the greatest confidence in him, but 
they also know that he has no ambition 
to bo recognized as the head of a politi- 
cal "ism," or any other aim in public 
life than to see the affairs of the prov- 
ince in the hands of men who will admin- 
ister them in a manner calculated to 
promote its welfare. There is not a man 
in provincial public life who is less sec- 
tional in bis views than he; there is not 
a man more deserving of the confidence 
and support of all parts of the province 
than he. The business community re- 
alizes that a great error was made when 
tho control of affairs was taken out of 
his hands, and that the condition of the 
province would have been far better if 
ho bad been allowed to remain in power 
and remodel his cabinet to conform to 
the well-understood wishes of the peo- 
ple. 

We deny the truth of the Columbian's 
statement thut Mr. Turner was the 
champion of sectionalism, We defy it to 
place its linger upon an act of his admin- 
istration which could be called "section- 
al." Does not the Columbian know that 
one of the favorite arguments of the op- 
position candidates in Victoria at the 
general election of 189S was that UK- 
Turner government was doing every- 
thing for the Mainland and nothing for 
Victoria? To this canvass Mr. Turner's 
reply was tliat the future of Victoria de- 
pended upon the development or the 
whole province, that though the repre- 
sentative of his constituency, his duty 
as premier was to -serve all parts of the 
province alike as far us he was aide, aJid 
that Victoria must depend ui>on her 
known energy and enterprise to secure 
tin? benefit of the general policy which 
be advocated. Was Mr Turner's railway 
policy, which provided for the opening 
of tho whole Mainland by three great 
trunk lines from the coast t.o the in- 
terior, sectional? Lf so. what would a 
non-sectional railway policy .be V Will the 
Columbian undertake to say that the 
estimates which Mr. Turner presented 
to the legislature displayed sectionalism? 
if so. will it point oat in what respect 
they do so'.' Was Mr. Turner's policy of 
public works sectional? if so, when 
and where? If there was so much sec- 
tionalism about Mr. Turner's adminis- 
tration that the expression "Turnerism" 
may be used us a synonym for it, the la- 
bor ©2 demonstrating the fact should be 
small, We challenge the Columbian to 
undertake it. * 

•So also as to monopoly. It Is easy to 
charge a public man with being friendly 
to monopolist* and opposed to the com- 
mbri people. Such un assertion is always 
the first resort, of a demagogue. To prove 
it is unite another matter. If Mr. Turner 
favored the establishment of monopolies 
the proof can surely be cited from the 
statute* of the- province. Will the Colum- 
MiiH 'undertake to cite it? We might 
retaliate and Day that the Columbian 
Is the exponent of "Bnnvnisni" and that 
"Brownium" is cantankerous opposition 



to everything that does not emanate 
from a certain quarter or advance the po- 
litical aspirations of a certain gentleman. 
But we prefer to diallonge the Colum- 
bian to the proof of its chosen case.

Congratulations are <b; e t0 the w nite 
Fuss & Yukon llailway Company upon 
the coinple'jlou of this link in their line. 
It jf> not to be understood that the rail- 
way will be fully completed to Bennett 
to-morrow, but it will he far enough 
along to bo inspected, and the govern- 
ment has been asked to send forward its 
engineer without delay. 

The promptness witli which the work 
has been done reflects the greatest cred 
it upon E. C. Hawkins, the engineer in 
charge. It is almost exactly 15 months 
since he landed in Skagway to begin 
what was alleged to be an impossible 
task. That a railway could be built up 
the White Pass, and, if it was physic 
aJly possible, that it could \w done at a 
cost and within a time which 
would bring it within the list 
of feasible undertakings, the great 
majority of people would not ad 
mit. Mr. Hawkins grappled with 
the undertaking with confidence, and 
with a courage that refused to rccogniz 
difficulties pushed the work through in 
what, :il! things considered, is record 
breaking time. To him and his able 
corps of assistants the greatest credit i 
due for their work in this connection. 

Witli rail from the ocean to the head 
of navigation on the Yukon, the problem 
of Northern transportation is vastly sim 
plified. We understand that the inten- 
tions of the company are to extend the 
road as rapidly as the work can be done, 
thi' objective point being Fort Selkirk, 
at tbe mouth of the Pelly river. It i 
hoped that before navigation opens next 
year the line will be built as far as the 
White Horse Rapids, which will render 
tbe transportation of freight from small 
er to larger steamers unnecessary 
There are no serious difficulties in tht 
way of construction beyond Bake Ben- 
nett. There is doubtless the usual 
amount of heavy work, but it is of such 
a character that a large force of men 
can be used to advantage.

A NATIONAL EMBARRASSMENT. 

Our southern neighbors will find some 
difficulty in making their customary 
Fourth of July orations square witli the 
policy now being carried out by their 
government. The fundamental principle 
of their institutions has always been al- 
leged to be that all government derives 
its authority from the consent of the gov- 
erned. As the people of France are of- 
ten carried away by a phrase which has 
no siKieiai meaning, so our American 
neighbors find in the statement of an ab- 
stract proposition a degree of satisfac- 
tion which frequently misleads them. 
For a hundred years and more they have 
been repeating certain propositions like 
that above stated and have taught them- 
selves to believe that their political ideas 
and institutions were governed by them. 
Yet on more than one occasion they have 
utterly cast them aside. For example, 
no one will pretend that the Washington 
government was re-established in the 
south after the war of secession "by the 
consent of the governed " It will require 
a very vivid imagination to conjure Up 
sufficient "consent of the governed" to 
warrant the establishment of Washing- 
ton rule in Cuba, it only for an indefi- 
nite period. In the Philippines the "con- 
sent of tbe governed" must be obtained, 
if at all, by means of smokeless powder 
uud quick firing rifles. 

The awakening ot our neighbors to the 
fact: that they are not so very different 
after all to oilier people, it' rude, may be 
salutary. It may overturn that national 
cock-sureness which has so marked their 
relations with other countries. It will 
be remembered that during the Armen- 
ian difficulties a few years ago Congress 
delivered itself of some Pecksnilllan ad- 
vice to the several European govern- 
ments. The opinions expressed in the 
press on the unwillingness of Great Brit- 
ain to undertake single handed to set the 
whole eastern world right were the re- 
verse of complimentary to British 
strength and courage. Between 
them Congress and the news- 
papers knew it all, and they 
had no patience whatever with the wis- 
dom which resulted from experience. At 
one time some of the more excitable 
among United States public men talked 
seriously of sending mi army to leach 
Turkey a lesson, an undertaking which, 
compared with the operations in the 
Philippines, would he like u mountain to 
a molehill. They will learn that there 
are some things in the way of wisdom 
which are not covered by the Declaration 
of Independence, and that when it comes 
to applying principles with force, the 
ability of the other party to oppose thoni 
with force must be taken into consid- 
eration. Tbe lesson which our neighbors 
are learning is not pleasant but it is 
wholesome. They will be much the bet- 
ter for it. They will never again go into 
war with a light heart as they did into 
that witli Spain. They are finding out 
that abstract principles, however excel- 
lent in themselves, may not 1m? applicable 
to every one. They will be more tolerant 
of other people's efforts and failures. All 
this will prove very embarrassing at 
first. It is difficult for the man who 
knows it all to admit ignorance, and the 
same thing is true of a nation. But our 
neighbors are intelligent 'and can 1 learn 
a lesson as quickly as any one. They 
are not troubled by the. bugbear of con- 



The Times assures the Colonist that 
its inference as to the statement appear- 
ing in that paper recently regarding the 
hydraulic leases in Atlin being inspired 
is nonsensical. All right. We admit it 
to be nonsensical to suppose that any 
one would think it worth while to in- 
spire the Times with anything. 

A large discovery of high-grade cop- 
per ore is reported from White River, 
one of the tributaries of the upper Yu- 
kon. The Colonist was told by a high 
authority some months ago that some 
very interesting information of this 
kind would be made public this season. 
The locality was not mentioned, but 
White River fills the partial description 
given. The statement was that the de- 
posit would create a sensation when it 
became known. 



The discussion in the House of Com- 
mons over Mr. Richardson's bill to pro- 
vide for the garnishment of the salaries 
of civil servants was almost serio-comic. 
Almost every speaker declared him In 
favor of the principle of the bill, but 
almost every one except the promoter 
had difficulties to suggest. As the only 
principle involved in the bill is that civil 
servants ought to pay their debts, the 
same as other people, there is little reas- 
on for surprise that unanimity existed 
on that point, To oppose the details of 
such a measure is t'.> oppose the only 
valuable thing about It. 



It is not a very pleasant thing to hear 
that the Attorney-Geneeral of the prov- 
ince is charged with champerty, but the 
Colonist proposes to withhold all com- 
ment until the question has been prop- 
erly presented on affidavit and been in- 
vestigated by the Bar Society. Mr. Mar- 
tin is entitled to perfectly fair treatment, 
and so far as this paper Is concerned he 
shall have it. But We desire to add that 
the duty of the Bar Society, now that 
the matter bus been mooted, is to probe 
it to the bottom, and either relieve Mr. 
Martin of the charge or see that he suf- 
fers the consequences of it, if it is true. 

PASSING COMMENT. 

It is an old saying that ov*il communi- 
cations corrupt good manners, but that 
is no excuse of the Trail Creek News, 
which has recourse to the Unrevised 
Version in order to discover the destiny 
of this province if Murtinism prevails, 

The Columbian wants the Colonist to 
ask Mr. Martin if he is sorry for making 
such an exhibition of himself at Ross- 
land. If the Colonist once began to ask 
that gentleman for information on topics 
of that nature it would have to add an- 
other member to its staff, for these is 
enough to keep one man busy. 

The Inland Sentinel supposes the Col- 
onist will admit that tbe Semlin govern- 
ment made the law against the employ- 
ment of Chinese underground in coal 
mines effective. The Colonist admits 
nothing of the kind. This whole subject 
has already been fully explained in these 
columns and we do not propose to go 
over it, again just because the Sentinel 
sees fit to misstate the facts. 

Tbe Nelson Tribune mentions one busi- 
ness establishment there which did more 
business last month than in any previous 
month in its history. This is said in an- 
swer to the charge that the eight hour 
law injures business. If tbe house in 
question can prosper more because a 
large number of mines have shut down, 
its proprietors would doubtless make 
theit fortunes ir mining was stopped en- 
tirely. 

The Uossland Miner says: "To talk of 
loyalty to the C. I*. It. is absurd." We 
suppose this is true; but if by loyalty 
to the great Canadian road all that is 
meant is that it should be preferred when 
possible to United States railways, the 
proposition is sound enough. If may be 
quite true that most or the O. P. R. 
stock is held by aliens, but it is a Canad- 
ian enterprise Just the same, and the 
prosperity of one Canadian enterprise is 
an inducement to capitalists to under- 
take others. We would, however, prefer 
to see the expression changed to "loyalty 
to Canada and Canadian enterprises.','

IliNVKLOl'ED IN MY-STEUV. 

Coroner's Inquest Fails to Throw Awy 
Light Upon tin- Case of that Dead 
Chinumun. 



The mystery developing the identity 
and the manner of death of the China- 
man found in an outhouse ut the rear 
of the Prince of Wales saloon hist Sat- 
urday evening is still as complete as 
when the circumstances of the finding 
of the body were related in Sunday's 
Colonist. 

Indeed the inquest held by Coroner 
Dr. Hart yesterday increases the com- 
plication oi' mysteries— for expert medi- 
cal examination fails to disclose a cause 
of death. 

Ah Wing, the police court interpreter, 
was the informant upon whose report the 
police visited the shack in which the 
dead Chinaman lay, covered with an old 
(pnlt and resting upon another. Wing 
had "heaxdV in Chinatown that a sick 
Chinaman was at the place in question, 
but could not say front whom tne news 
lirst came. It was talked about by 
every one in the quarter, but. "snbeed ' 
by none when one sought to obtain defi- 
nite particulars. 

The merchant whose conversation con- 
cerning the case had Jed Ah Wing to 
take the steps he did, was not summoned 
to give evidence at the inquest, nor was 
the owner or agent of tlie shack, the 
door of which hail been nailed securely. 

Tin- theory of the police is Una the 
deceased Cantonese — for such he appears 
to be — died from natural causes, and was 
conveyed to the shod in which the body 
was found by his companions, who had 
no wish to assume tin.' burial charges. 
With all of Chinatown apparently bound 
to a policy of strict secrecy this theory 
has been accepted as a suttleient expla- 
nation. 

In his evidence Ah Wing hazarded the 
remark that it was the general gossip in 
Chinatown that the dead man had been 
a victim to excessive opium using — and 
also that the body had lirst been discov- 
ered by a bottle gatherer who told about 
it in the lirst store he visited. No one 
knew or would admit a knowledge of the 
deceased's name — and he had accordingly 
posted a notice on "the corner"— that is 
the coiner of Government and Fisgard 
streets— requesting that "whoever knows 
the name of this dead Chinaman, he 
should forthwith communicate the same 
lo Ah Wing, who will thereupon inform 
the coroner. If so lie that he does not 
wish himself to be known, let him write 
the name of the Chinaman upon the no- 
tice." 

Of course no name has yet been writ- 
ten—for the cute Chinese well knows 
that with the name and address of the 
dead man as a starting point, it would 
be comparatively easy for the police to 
present all the facts of the now mysteri- 
ous ease. 

As to the suggestion of opium poison- 
ing, there is nothing i0 corroborate it in 
the evidence or Dr. Herman Robertson, 
upon whom devolved the unpleasant 
duty or making the post mortem. He 
found the body that of a well nourished 
man of apparently 25 or 30 years, for 
several days dead, as the post mortem 
discoloration*) wen- very apparent. 

'There were no signs of external injury; 
no traces about the mouth of any irritant 
poison. The heart, Moinach, abdominal 
organs and brain were found to be nor- 
mal—the lungs and kidneys slightly con- 
gested. 

The deceased had apparently enjoyed 
excellent health, nor could any affection 
be located that would amount to a cause 
of death, although it was possible that 
.there might have been some acute affec- 
tion of the kidneys. 

The search of the clothing worn by 
the deceased— very good clothing, in good 
condition, too, by the way— disclosed 
empty pockets, and the police had mull- 
ing further to offer. 

in consequence the jury, of which Mr. 
j> \y. Dempster was foreman and 
Messrs. J. C. McKay, George Hamour. 
U. Cookson, J. Mason and D. M. Gordon 
tlie members, reMirned a verdict that 
"the said unknown Chinaman had been 
found dead in a passage in the rear of 
the Prince of Wales saloon under mys- 
terious circumstances, there being no 
evidence available a- to the cause of 
death."

Disposes of Much Interesting 
Business at the Weekly 
Meeting. 



Hackstand Nuisance Again— A 
Home for Incurables 
Suggested. 



The expectation that last evening's 
meeting of the city eouneLl would be one 
of the longest on record, was not realized 
even in part— but the board neverthele 
succeeded in disposing of a long list of 
important business prior to the adjourn- 
ment at 10 o'clock. Permission was 
granted for the erection of the wharf so 
long desired by the Victoria Chemical 
company; Aid. MacGregor's resolution to 
restrict the area for titreet sprinkling 
carried with a minor amendment; the 
by-law for closing certain portions of 
Craigllower itoad Went through all its 
stages and become* law; it was an- 
nounced that the thorough revision of 
the hack atands by-law will In; taken in 
hand at an early daLe; ami several of the 
aldermen voiced the opinion that the 
time is not far disbuil at which steps 
must be taken by the city to provide an 
institution in the nature of a home for 
incurables within or near the city and to 
be maintained by the public funds. 

"I am glad to be able to inform the 
council," said His Worship in opening 
the meeting, "that our city librarian is 
much improved in health, and anticipates 
that he wiU be able to resume his duties 
on Monday next." 

"That's good," observed Aid. Williams 
sotto voce, and the clerk proceeded^ to 
the order of communications, the first 
letter on the iile being from the city's 
representatives in the Commons, which 
read us follows: 

Ottawa, June 27, ISO!). 
To Ills Worship the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City of Victoria, II. C: 
Gentlemen,— Wo beg to state that in ac- 
cordance with a reVPjHtlon forwarded to 
us by the city clerk, ye »« «'' ml v,n ! 
the return showing the iiiucXUlts expended 
by the government on the harbors' 01 ,,, 
treal and Victoria, I?. 0. As you fill at 
once see, this return is most mlsleac «Wf. 
The harbor of Montreal is managed by > 
harbor trust or board, to whom the govern- 
ment makes loans, and the money Is ex- 
pended by the commissioners of the board. 
None of these loans are shown In the en- 
closed returns. As the harbor of Quebec 
Is more on a par with Victoria than Mon- 
treal, we asked for Information in regard 
to that part, and elicited the information 
contained on page 5403 of Hansard, here- 
with eaeloaed. You will see that the gov- 
ernment has loaned the Quebec harbor 
hoard the sum of $3,748,510.02," on which 
$1,305,315.01 Is owing for Interest; alBO that 
not one cent of this huge sum has been 
repaid by Quebec to the government. If 
money can be obtained for Victoria harbor 
on like terms, merely on having a harbor 
trust formed, It seems to us that the 
sooner such a board Is formed the better. 
It Is manifestly unfair that such sums 
should be granted to Quebec, when at the 
same time not one dollar can be obtained 
for a harbor having the enormous amount 
of shipping that Victoria has.

The motion on the reading of tJiis com- 
munication was originally that it "be 
received and filed." 

"With thanks" w» us added at the sug- 
gested! ot this mayor. 

Aid, Williams opposed such a dismissal 
of ah Important subject. The letter was, 
he said, the outcome of a motion of his 
own last January, and was lull of im- 
portance t« Victoria. He thought That, 
the letter should at least receive consid- 
eration by a special cominitle" or it 
might go to the general committee inves- 
tigating the Sorby improvement plan, to 
which it had an important relationship. 
They could then bring in a report, on 
•which the council might memorialize 
the government, in the hope that the ef- 
fort might bring fruit — if not now at 
some future day. 

Aid. Humphrey, who had made the 
first motion, was quite willing that this 
course should bo pursued, and the com- 
munication was referred to Ih" Sorby 
scheme committee. 

The Province Publishing Co. nml the 
Victoria Transfer Co. wrote with refer- 
ence to Aid. MacGregor's proposal 1o 
restrict the area of street sprinkling, pro- 
testing against Courtney street being ex- 
eluded from the favored district, and 
urging that the presence of the Badmin- 
ton and Union clubs, and the fact that 
Courtney street leads direct to die post- 
office, make it most desirable that this 
street should be watered. 

The letters in this respect were tabled 
until Aid. MacGregor's resolution came 
before the council in its order, when tin 
request was conceded without opposit'ou. 

W. J. Pendray foreshadowed an im- 
portant addition to the city's manufac- 
tures in the next communication, which 
read as below: 

Victoria, I!. C., July 3, 181)0. 
To the Mayor and Aldermen, City of vic- 
toria, H. O.: 

Gentlemen,— On March 20 last I wrote 
asking your permission to build a wooden 
factory on Humboldt street for the manu- 
facture of paints, colors, varnishes, etc., 
and though you were unable to grant my 
request, you were good enough to express 
yourselves In encouraging terms regarding 
the work, and I think the feeling was also 
expressed that If I hud asked for some 
other favor you would have been prepared 
to grant It. I now beg to Intimate that 1 
have decided on erecting a three-story brick 
building, with suitable warehouses, adjoin- 
ing my present soap works, and us this will 
necessitate a very considerable outlay, I 
beg to ask for: 

1. Exemption from taxation on both land 
and Improvements for a period of fifteen 
years. , , 

2 Free use of water for same period. 

I am at preseat employing from thirty 
to fortV hands (white labor only) and 
when the new works are up will likely re- 
quire a larger number, us my purpose is to 
develop both bnslni'HRPS In every conceiv- 
able way. I am ready to commence work 
immediately, and will therefore thank you 

for the favor of a prompt reply, ir aer

Mayor Hedfern thought it would b< 
found that it was not in the power of 
the council to give free water except 
in eases of actual poverty. It would also 
Ik- impossible to exempt from taxation 
except by the passage of a by-law. 

The communication went eventually to 
the finance committee for a report, ns to 
the limitations of the council's power. 

Manager Gillespie of the Bunk of Bnt- 
is-h Columbia, as well as the manager of 
the Robert Ward Company, Ltd., raised 
a strong objection 1o the hacks and ex- 
press wagons standing in front of their 
respective premises, and asked the im- 
mediate abatement of the nuisance — If 
on sanitary grounds alone. 

Although the hack-stands had been ea 
tablishod In certain sections by law, the 



Mayor thought that this was a nuestion 
the council was quite competent to deal 
with. 

"Are these hacks complained of stand- 
ing at a place designated by the %-lawV" 
inquired Alderman Cameron. 

"1 believe two backs are allowed 
there," replied His Worship. 

Alderman Cameron was afraid the 
entire hack-staml question would have to 
be faced again, as the presence of hacks 
on the streets no doubt gave some good 
citizens cause of complaint. It was hard, 
indeed, to say, however, where the hacks 
should he statUSled so (lint the Uaekmen 
would be satisfied, and every 0110 else. 

Alderman llumphfDy thought that itt" 
stead of re-defining localities iw hack- 
stands the council should pursue the pol- 
icy advocated by himself some time ago 
define the streets on which hacks Hhould 
not stand, and let them choose for them- 
selves from all the other streets. 

Alderman Kinsman favored a reference 
to the streets committee Cor a report 

Alderman Williams suggested a wider 
scattering of the stands. He thought the 
question should at least be disposed o£ 
before the coming of really warm 
weather. The enactment of a new by- 
law would not meet the difficulty quickly 
enough. 

"Perhaps the easiest way out of the 
present difficulty," said Alderman . Cam- 
eron, after the discussion load proceeded 
for some time, "is to do away xvith this 
particular stand — and wait until some 
one else objects, from some other quar- 
ter." 

The question was, however, tabled, 
pending the taking up ag-iin of the en- 
tire hack-stand question and the framing 
of a new by-law ou the subject. 

The board of eo.id ennimissiouers of 
South Victoria, through George Saug- 
sler, asked the council to do something 
toward the improvement of Richmond 
road (one-half of which is within the 
city's limits), and also to the bridge 
thereon. 

It was generally agreed that the only 
objection would be a possible insufficien- 
cy of funds, and the communication was 
accordingly referred to the city engi- 
neer for an estimate -of the bridge work 
and road improvement cosl separately. 

A. Henderson, for the Victoria Trans- 
fer Company, lig-nin urged 'their applica- 
tion tor the admission of .Martin Willis, 
a veteran driver for many years in their 
employ, to the Old Men's Home. 

The objection. Alderman Brydon 
explained, had hcea based altogether on 
the unfavorable report of the Medical 
.Health officer, from which it was clearly 
apparent that Willis was no lit subject 
tat admission. 

Alderman Humphrey was inclined to 
think Jha.t in such case the city might 
well allow those who . were curing for 
the old pioneer about lis much as the 
pM' Capita cost' at maintenance at the 

home. . , 

The rencV't of the committee, as inter- 
preted by y'deriuhu Brydon, did not 
satisfy Alderman .Haywrard. He held 
that while cases si7<-'l> »** »* nM 
Martin might occasion J"»ae Httte trou- 
ble or inconvenience to the* superintend- 
ent of the home, it was nevertheless the 
proper place for the man. Bee> B * e •j* 1 
admission would be objectionable ,*<> L " c 
caretaker was not a sufficient r.M s '- )n 
for his refusal. 

The Mayor thought it was not. quite 
so much that as Unit the admission 
would be a source of grave annoyance 
to the other inmates of the plaee. 

Alderman Brydon again asserted that 
it would be practically impossible t- ad- 
mit such cases as Willi* to the hone) ■- 
they were more suitable td the hospital, 
although deemed incurable, 

Alderman Stewart thought tit"" this 
ease was but another indication of ms£>' 
that Itud recently presented themselves 
that the time is coming when the city 
must provide some institution distinct 
from both the hospital v.i .1 the home, 
for the treatment of just stielt ease-;. 

With ihis Alderman' Cameron hourtily 
agreed, while Alderman Williams con- 
tended, with Alderman Hnywrtrd, that 
the doors of the home should he opened 
to them. 

A motion to allow those tvlio .ue at 
present taking charge of Martin Willis 
the per capita of a patient at the borne 
was eventually adopted, only Alderman 
Williams voting contra. 

Market Superintendent E. C. Johnston 
reported the collections of his depart-

Attached to the engineer's report was 
a bill from the Victoria & Bstpiiuiillt 
Telephone Co., for $111.81. for moving 
five poles on Fort street 11 ml two 011 

Government street, by direction of the 
council, through the city engineer. 

The report was adopted without de- 
bate, but some discussion arose us to 
the attached account. It was made 
clear that the telephone pules had not 
yet been touched — it could not be es- 
timated as yet what il would eosl to 
move them, and the only question in ref- 
erence to the present bill was to the le- 
gitimate liability of the city. The ac- 
count was finally referred to the city 
engineer, in conjunction with the city so- 
licitor, for a report. 

The special eommltte unpointed some 
weeks ago to consider the request of 

Hon. J. S. Helmcken for tl oiincil's 

consent to the erection of a wharf ex- 
tension from the Victoria Chemical 
Works property, reported that as it was 
impossible t-> ascertain whether or not 
the proposed wharf would interfere 
with navigation, or operate antagonis- 
tically to the Sorby improvement scheme, 
they would recommend that the mutter 
be held in abeyance until it is to ho 
seen what action will he taken in re 
gard to the Sorby scheme, 

This report was signed by two mem- 
bers of die committee, ami Aid. Ilrvdoit 
proposed its adoption. 

This was seconded by Aid. MacQregor. 
who did not see that nny Intercut would 
suffer through allowing the mutter to re- 
main In abeyance n little longer, until 
It could be seen what die JSorby scheme 
■vould materialize Into. 

Aid. Stewart, on the other hand, thought 
the request might very easily he grunted, 
provided the proposed wharf would not 
Interfere with navigation In the harbor. 

To this Aid. Humphrey wild he would 
offer no objection— providing the mere ex- 
tension of the Wharf, was contemplated. 
He moved an amendment In this 'direction, 
the motion finding 11 seconder In Aid. Wil- 
liams, 

Aid. Haywnrd was somewhat of the snnie 
manner of thinking ns Aid. Stewart— the 
work of the company Interested should he 
bumpered 11s little (is possible, while ns. 
far the .Sorby scheme,! tiie , matter h«r" 
Involved was so Insignificant In compari- 
son, us to make any conflict if It should 
exist unworthy of serious eoiiRtrlerntloi), 

The Mayor thought It should be at leimf 
clearly specified that the extension should 



be nothing more than a wharf with ware- 
houses. 

Aid. Iirydon, quoting from the letter of 
Langiey ic Marthl, solicitors for the Do- 
minion lit the Ittttter, held that this wus 
distinctly not what the applicants wanted. 
The solicitors' to their letter said: "The 
contemplated works can in no sense be de- 
scribed ns a wharf." 

The resolution that permission i>i grant- 
ed for 11 wharf— and nothing more— was 
finally accepted, on a division of 0-2, the 
Mayor asking to be recorded with the 
'-ayes," and Aid. Cawclou, MacGregor und 
Brydon voting negatively. 

A'.'CiOhts for the week were piiHsed for 
Payment totalling $2,808.73; and the con- 
sideration of the by-law re James Bay 
reclamation works "stood over" for another 
week, as it Is not yet In proper legal 
form. , . 

In passing, Aid, Humphrey asked for a 
rating as to the eligibility of this measure 
being (taken up, Aid. Ilayward's notice hav- 
ing been posted ou Julv 1— a statutory holi- 
day. 

The point on reference to the solicitor 
was adjudged to have been we.li taken — ot 
which future alderiunnlc boards should 
take notice. 

Aid. MacGregor's resolution to restrict 
the area of street sprinkling was accepted, 
after the substitution of Courtney Btreet 
for Broughton, and the Stuyor bad made n 
vigorous appeal that the road lending to 
the outer wharf should at least be sprinkled 
In the summer time la order that visitors 
might riot obtain a lind Idea of the city. 

Aid. Stewart, Brydon and Cameron agreed 
that the roads .lending to the outer wharf 
and the fountain should be sprinkled, but 
their feeling was not the feeling of the 
majority, 

Aid. Williams suggested that the desira- 
bility of sprinkling with crude petroleum 
should be taken Into serious consideration. 
It bad been found very successful 111 certain 
parts of Pennsylvania, and would doubtless- 
ly work equally well here. 

The by-law tor the stopping up of certain 
portions of Craigllower road was passed 
through Its various stages and became law, 
and tin' meeting closed after Aid. Wiil'anis 
had direct eil attention to 11 defective side- 
walk an Wharf street, and to ilie damage 
being done to the fouutulii by bud boys- 
while Aid. MocGregor asked that a water 
tap for the convenience of campers be 
located at Oak Bay.

Sonic of the passengers 
would have sworu that there was a mil- 
lion, but as one gentleman put it, they 
must have had their glasses — and 
strong, magnifying ones, at that— on 
when they looked at the sacks. All the 
passengers did not come here, several 
Americans wanting to reach Seattle in 
time for to-day's celebration being land- 
ed nl Vancouver on Sunday. The gold 
comes principally from Dominion and 
Hunker creeks and their tributaries, 
and much of it found its way to the 
local bunks yesterday. Some of the 
most fortunate of the miners were .1. 
P. Canyon, who has spent IS months in 
the Klondike country and lias $45,000 in 
dust; V. W. HayAvard, the ex-polio 
sergeant, of Vancouver, who is said t 
have 100 pounds, carefully done up i 
an old satchel; .1. .1. Campbell and 
wife, avIio have .^{O.OOO in drafts; the 
N'ugget Express Company, which had 
a box labelled gold, and weighing fully

the lucky passengers on the Tees; John 
McLean and YV. McKay, who are cred

Scuttle - Fire Destroys Sixty 
Cabins-Anolher Stampede.

July 3.— The steamer Hum 
boldt arrived from Skagway at noon 
with $150,00 in gold in the possession 
of 100 Klondike passengers. Georgi 
< 'annuel;, discoverer of the Klondik 
district, was on board with his Indian 
family. He sent a princely fortune down 
the Yukon, and will await the arrival 
of the Roanoke here. The large gold 
holders arc: It. .1. Ward. $35,000; Ceo 
W. Carmack, $15, ! K»; Mis. Chan. .1. 
Anderson. $12,000; Mrs. Lizzie Noell 
$7,500; Elliott Bros., $12,000; Mrs. .1 
(Jrijuhart, $1,500, II. Milbert, $7,500. 

Mrs. Anderson was one of the Drum 
moud sisters, well-known Coast vaude- 
ville artistes. Her husband is vury 
wealthy. Bonanza Beck is coining out 
soon io marry Mrs. Noell. 

Sixty cabins located on a hill east of 
Dawson, fronting on the Klondike, fell 
a prey to the Humes on June 14, entail 
ing loss to >the owners of at least $10,000. 
The lire came so suddenly that even 
some of the people who were at home 
at the time were unable to save the con- 
tents of their cabins. The lire is sup- 
posed" to have hud its origin at the bot- 
- I'Oln of a gulch opening on the Klondike, 
pro'iably as a result of some one burning 
a pile of brush. The surroundings be- 
ing dry. it crept slowly through the moss, 
grass and twigs up the side of the bluff 
nniil it reached the top of the hill.

The steamer Circle City, al Dawson 
from forty Mile, brings news of the 
rival of fifty Canadian miners who spent 
over a year on the Edmonton trail. They 
bring many talcs of horror. 

Charles Walker, mate of the steamer 
Yukoner, the flrsl man to come out 
from Cape Nome since the big strikes 
were reported at St. Michael, in mi in- 
terview at Dawson says: "1 left the 
Russian mission February for a 1,- 
40-niilc tramp over trackless ice and 
snow. The trip was a terrible one, but 
I finally reached the diggings. I found 
every tiling in the vicinity" of Discovery 
slaked, lint managed to locate on Dry 
creek, and buy another on Anvil. No 
work was being done, its there was 
no lire-wood •with which to burn out 
frost. Quantities of gold hud been tak- 
en out by shovelling gravel from the 
creek bottom. Several men nianageil to 
reach bed-rock ut from -1 to 10 feet, 
and were richly rewarded.

There is now before parlia- 
ment a bill consolidating the act relat- 
ing to the harbor at Quebec. Mr. Sorby 
has taken this as the groundwork of 
a bill respecting the harbor of \ ictorill, 
modifying and changing it to suit local 
circumstances and requirements. With 
this prepared, Mr. Sorby, when the prop- 
er time arrives, will use all his persuas- 
iveness to induce ministers to put the 
project through at the present session of 
parliament. 

In a letter received here from Mr. 
Nosse, Japanese consul-general at Chi- 
cago, he expresses his great regret that 
the Dominion government has not dis- 
allowed all the acts passed by the legis- 
lature of British Columbia containing 
a clause restricting the labor of Japan- 
ese. As announced in the telegraphic 
despatches, only the public acts of 1898 
were disallowed, but nineteen private 
acts containing the anti-Japanese _ 
strietion have been allowed to go into 
operation on account of the danger of 
disallowing them consequent upon the 
companies having organized and acquit- 
ed property. It was to avoid inconven 
ience, confusion and ioss that these stilt 
utes were left to their operation, with 
the recommendation- to the provincial 
government that at the next session of 
the legislature they introduce legislation 
in each case to repeal the clause in ques- 
tion. Because the British Columbia leg 
islnture at the session which terminated 
two mouths ago inserted this same 
clause into fourteen other private acts 
Pol. Prior has sought this week to ascer 
tain tlie views of the Dominion govern 
nient with regard to it. The member 
for Victoria is desirous of preventing 
any confusion in regard to these corpo 
rations which received charters at tin 
last session. The general impression is 
that tin- Japanese government will 
tor another protest, and for the sunn 
reasons which led Mr. Chamberlain 
interfere last year it is expected that 
once more he will press for disallowani 
The Dominion government toyed with 
tlie question for so long in 1898 that 
only three days remained for them t< 
disallow the two public acts.

During the past few weeks the impres- 
sion has been growing that this may be 
the last session Of the present pn r- 
liainen;. but if ii royal commission in re- 
gard to Yukon affairs be appointed, 
then it is obvious that the governor-gen- 
eral will not grant a dissolution. The 
ministry i.- mi its trial: Sir Wilfrid Lull 
rier has assumed responsibility for every- 
thing ih by the young Napoleon. Tin 

government as u whole cnnnai disclaim 
responsibility in the management of Yu- 
kon affairs, because in all the appoint- 
ments that were made the authority of 
the cabinet was obtained. While, there- 
fore, Mr. Sifton is directly <tt the bar 
of public opinion, so also are his col- 
leagues, and it would be out of the 
question, therefore, for the representa- 
tives of the Sovereign to grant a dis- 
solution until -such time as the decision 
of the judges is known.
